Benator Beverldge
has never recoversd from the effects of
the chapter on "Russin’'s Preparedness,'
in his book on the “Russtan Advance,"
publishad threes years ago.

Petersburg, armed with all kinds
of letters from offlelals of the Amerlean
government, and after belng wined and
dined by HRussian officlaly for o fort-
night, he set forth to visit Siberia and
Munchurin, armed with more letters, this
tima from Husslan ofticinls, His Jjourney
to Port Arthup was a kind of triumphal
mareh, the Russlian officinls taking tho
preitost palna to show him everything
they wanted him to see, and telllng him
everything they wanted him to lknow,
The result wus that the book of the In-
dinnn Senator, whieh had A very wlde
clreulation, ecreated (he Impression that
Russin would not nllow the poor littla
Japs to galn o solltary skirmish, and
would finally eat 'em alive.

Confldence In tha thoroughness of tho
Investigations of Senator Beveridge and
the goundness of his deductions were
econklderably ‘shaken when the Russinns
fulleg to gain o single \!{rzlm‘y in the
ensulng two years' struggle, save that
which she achleved at the tabla of
diplomacy at Portsmouth.
